(Effective date of award — 11/A September 1967) 

On the 20th August 1967, Lieutenant Colonel Ral Singhs 
who was commanding a unit at border out-post at Nathu La! 
was ordered to construct a wire fence along the watershed at 
Nathu Lai, after the first Chinese intrusion at North Shoulder, 
Against determined Chinese resistance and inspite of nse of 
physical force by them, he successfully completed the task 
assigned to him. On 7th September 1967, he was ordered 
to extended the wire fence along the watershed from North 
Shoulder to South Shoulder. This time the Chinese soldiers 
fired a few shots also. Bayonets and rifle butts were freely 
used and in the scuffle Lieutenant Colonel Ral Singh was in- 
jured. Undaunted, he carried out his task successfully. 
Notwithstanding this fencing, the Chinese soldiers persisted 
in violating the Indian border. At 0530 honrs on 11th 
September 1967, when Lieutenant Colonel Rai Singh and his 
men were strengthening the wire to prevent trespassing, the 
Chinese soldiers suddenly opened fire with artillery, mortars 
and recoilless guns. The troops under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Rai Singh retaliated with all available 
weapons. He himself opened LMG fire on the Chinese 
bunker and also gave covering fire to his own troops on the 
wire to allow them to get back. When his own bunker was 
damaged, ho came out m the open, and finding that a soldier 
with a strim grenade had been wounded and was unable to 
fire, picked up his weapon and engaged the Chinese soldiers. 
When he found that one of the Browing Machine Guns was 
engaged by the Chinese force and the Crew Commander had 
been killed, he immediately took charge of the gun, but 
hardly had he fired a few bursts when he was hit hi the 
stomach and collapsed on the spot. Although he was hit 
again in the back of his head by a splinter when he was being 
evacuated, he continued to give directions and exhorted his 
men to keep on fighting. 

In this action, Lieutenant Colonel Rai Singh displayed cons- 
picuous gallantry and leadership of a high order. 

2. Major HARBHAJAN SINGH (IC-14655), 

Rajput ( Posthumous ) 


(Effective date of award — 1 1/A September 1967) 


At 0540 hours on 11th September 1967, Major Harbbajan 
Singh was commanding a company which was detailed as a 
protection party -for engineers who were constructing - g wire 
obstacle at North Shoulder at Nathu La. When the wire w'as 
being laid, a scufflle took place with tho Chinese force. 
Suddenly the Chinese soldiers opened fire from the front as 
well as from both the flanks. Realising that his company 
and the engineers had been caught in the open, he shouted to 
his men to charge the attacking force. After bayonetting 
three Chinese soldiers, he moved forward and silenced their 
LMG, which was firing on the men in the open, by throwing 
a hand-grenade. In doing so, he made the supreme sacrifice 
of his life. 


In this action, Major Harbhajan Singh displayed conspi- 
cuous gallantry and determination of a high order.

231479 Corporal SUKUMAR GHOSH, 

Safety Equipment Worker II. 

(Effective date of award— 9th November 1966) 

On the 9th November 1966, at about 1030 hours, an opera- 
tional fighter trainer aircraft with two pilots on board enunea 
while making an emergency landing at one of the fpewaro 
airfields and caught fire. Corporal Sukumar Ghosh, Who was 
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working in the dispersal tfrea at that time, rushed towards the 
aircraft. When he reached the scene the fire had already 
started spreading. Unmindful of his personal safety, he first 
rescued the injured pilot from the burning rear cockpit. He 
thesTWent forward to the front cockpit, and with the assis- 
tance of another airman, successfully unstrapped the semi- 
unconscious pilot and carried him out of the cockpit. He 
then went back to the front cockpit to salvage the parachutes 
out of the burning wreckage. By this time the rear cockpit 
was fully engulfed by the flames. Despite this, he entered 
the front cockpit for the second time to salvage the parachutes. 
It is only when he was ordered by his officers present on the 
spot to desist from making further efforts that he gave up 
the attempt most reluctantly. 

Throughout, Corporal Sukumax Ghosh displayed exemplary 
courage and Initiative.

1. Captain PRTTHI SINGH DAGAR (EC-J5355), 

Grenadiers ( Posthumous ) 

( Effective date of award — lli/i September 1967) 

At 0530 hours on 11th September 1967, Captain Prithi 
Singh Dagar was detailed as the Officer in charge of a party 
ordered to strengthen the wire laying party opposite South 
Shoulder at Nathu La. Soon after the work was started the 
Chinese engaged In a scuffle with his party, but undaunted, 
ho continued his work. The Chinese soldiers opened fire and 
he was hit by a rifle bullet in the right hand. Despite his 
wound, and in the face of MMG fire from the attacking 
force, he, with the rifle of a dead comrade killed two 
Chinese soldiers. Despite all efforts, the Chinese MMG 
could not be silenced. Finding no other alternative but to 
make a direct assault, he leapt forward and assaulted the 
MMG position, and in this action he laid down his life. 

In this action, Captain Prithi Singh Dagar displayed 
exemplary courage and leadership of a high order. 

2. 2643527 Havildar LAKHMI CHAND, 

Grenadiers ( Posthumous ) 

( Effective date of ctward — 11 th September 1967) 

Havildar Lakhmi Chand was commanding a Browning 
Machine Gun Section at South Shoulder at Nathu La on the 
morning of 11th September 1967 when there was a clash with 
the Chinese forces. Immediately after the Chinese opened 
firo, a shell fell on a Browning Machine Gun detachment and 
wounded all the men including Havildar Lakhmi Chand. 
Despite profuse bleeding from his right shoulder, ho took the 
Browning Machine Gun to an open flank and continued 
engaging the attacking force till a burst from the Chinese 
Medium Machine Gun hit him in the head as a result of 
which he died on the spot. 

In this action, Havildar Lakhmi Chand displayed exem- 
plary courage and, determination. 

3. 2950602 Sepoy Gokal Singh, 

, Rajput. 

( Effective date of award — 13//; September 1967) 

On the 13th September 1967, Sepoy Gokal Singh was a 
member of a detachment of recoilless gun which had been 
given the task of a destroying the Chinese bunkers on South 
Shoulder at Nathu La. Despite intense shelling by artillery 
and mortars on his position, he engaged and destroyed six 
Chinese bunkers. While engaging the first bunker, he was 
wounded by a shell in the left eye, right hand and thigh 
which were bleeding profusely, Undaunted, he continued to 
engage the Chinese hunkers from different positions. He 
refused to be evacuated till he fell unconscious. 

In this action, Sepoy Gokal Singh displayed exemplary 
courage and determination. 

No. 26-Pres./68.— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the SHAURYA CHAKRA for acts of gallantry 
to : — 

1. No. 14511 Suhedar AMAR BAHADUR RANA, 
Assam Rifles. 

( Effective data of award — 1st March 1966) 

On the 1st March 1966, at about 1450 hours, Subedar Amar 
Bahadur Rana, who was commanding a post in the Mizo 
District, received a letter containing an ultimatum to surrender 
to the hostile* by the evening. He immediately organised his 


defences with all his resources. At about 1900 hours the 
same day, about 1000 armed hostiles attacked the post with 
automatic weapons and mortar fire. He inspired his men to 
fight the hostiles despite the heavy odds by encouraging them 
and visiting their positions. Without water for drinking and 
cooking for 45 hours, his platoon fought with great courage 
till 4th March 1966 when the water supply was restored and 
the stock of a mmuni tion replenished. He succeeded in pre- 
venting the hostiles from capturing the post till reinforce- 
ments reached it on 12th March 1966. 

2. Flight Lieutenant RAJENDRA NARAYAN PAN- 
DEYA, (7676), GD (P). 

( Effective date of award — 3rd March 1966) 

On 3rd March 1966, Aljal, the headquarters of Mlzo Dis- 
trict, was surrounded by hostiles and It became essential to 
rush reinforcements there. Despite the fact that the hostile* 
had taken up positions very close to Aijal helipad and all 
bridges had been destroyed. Flight Lieutenant Rajendra 
Narayan Pandeya lead a force of helicopters to land troops 
knowing fully well that it would be an easy target for the 
hostiles’ guns. On reaching Aljal, one of the helicopter* was 
hit by hostile fire whereupon they were recalled to base. On 
the next day, he again took off and landed troops at Aljal 
which turned the tide of operations against the hostiles. Since 
then, he had been engaged in active flying in the sector air- 
lifting troops and equipment and evacuating casualties and 
civilians. 

Throughout, Flight Lieutenant Rajendra Narayan Pandeya 
displayed courage and determination. 

3. No. 17963- Rifleman BIR BAHADUR GURUNG, 

Assam Rifles. 

( Effective date of award — 6th March 1966) 

On 8th March 1966, Rifleman Bir Bahadur Gurung was 
on a reconnaissance patrol to a village in the Mizo District 
where about 100 armed hostiles were reported to be hiding. 
The patrol was fired upon from point blank range by the 
hostiles from high positions occupied by them nearby. Un- 
mindful of his personal safety, Rifleman Gurung rushed for- 
ward and attacked the hostiles’ position. He snatched away 
a loaded rifle from one of them and killed him. Although 
he was seriously wounded In the encounter, he killed six 
more hostiles single-handed. 

In this action. Rifleman Bir Bahadur Gurung displayed 
courage and determination, of a high order. 

4. No. 17551 Rifleman HARKA BAHADUR DAMAI, 

Assam Rifles. 

( Effective date of award — 11 th March 1966) 

On JHh March 1966 about 500 armed hostiles occupied all 
the high features around a Post in the Mizo District and had 
started firing with rifles and Light Machine Guns. The hoe- 
tiles continued accurate and concentrated fire throughout 10th 
and 11th March 1966. On 11th March 1966, a Section of 
which rifleman Harka Bahadur Damal was a member, was 
detailed by the Post Commander to destroy the hostiles’ 
bunkers. Rifleman Harka Bahadur Damai crawled very 
close to one of the bunkers and blasted it with hand grenades. 
When suddenly hostile automatic Are came from another 
direction, he charged the hostiles single-handed and killed two 
of them. Although badly wounded In the encounter. Rifle- 
man Harka Bahadur Damai, killed four hostiles in all and 
captured- some arms and crawled back to his post. 

In this action. Rifleman Harka Bahadur Damai displayed 
courage, initiative and determination. 

5. Shri SHIVA PRASAD. 

General Manager, Ordnance Factory, 

Bhusawal. 

( Effective date of award — 2nd May 1966) 

On 2nd May 1966 there was an explosion in the railway 
goods yard In Bhusawal which resulted in the death of twelve 
Railway employees and injuries to several others. Shri Shiva 
Prasad, General Manager, Ordnance Factory, Bhusawal, on 
coming to know about the accident, immediately rushed to the 
scene and took charge of the Are fighting arrangements at 
great personal risk. He stood close to the area of explosion 
while directing the operations and by his initiative prevented 
the fire from spreading to the railway wagons containing ex- 
plosives and thereby preventing further damage. 
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Sfari Shiva Prasad displayed courage and Initiative in 
complete disregard of his personal safety. 

6. JC-158J8 Subedar MOHAN LAL, 

Kumaon Regiment, 

(Effective date of award — 6th June 1966) 

On the night of 6th June 1966, a ganjt of about 10 dacoits 
raided the house of Shri Panna Lai in village Khadiva Behad 
in Madhya Pradesh and attempted to kidnap Shri Sita Ram, 
son of Shri Dhani Ram, aged 9 years. The father of the 
boy tried to resist, but was fired upon and was Injured. 
Subedar Mohan Lai, who was on leave and was living close 
by, came to their assistance. He grappled with an armed 
dacolt single-handed, rescued the boy and tried to snath the 
rifle from the dacoit While doing this, he was seriously 
injured from gun shots by other dacoits and fell on the 
ground. The boy was eventually kidnapped by the dacoits. 

In this action, Subedar Mohan Lai displayed commendable 
courage. 

7. No. 13718188 Havildar SEWA SINGH, 

Jammu & Kashmir Rifles, 


(Effective date of award — 30 th August 1966) 

On 30th August 1966, during the course of glacier training 
at the High Altitude Warfare School In Jammu and Kashmir, 
one “rope' consisting of four officers and one JCO led by a 
Havildar Instructor, fell into a crevasse about 200 feet deep. 
Havildar Instructor Sewa Singh, who was leading another 
group of trainees behind, saw this and he immediately un- 
roped himself and rushed to the crevasse from where he 
heard cries for help. He lowered himself ' into the crevasse 
and on reaching the bottom found two officers alive and 
conscious. He attached the life line to the two officers and 
called for them to be pulled up. He continued the rescue 
operation despite extreme cold and exposure till he had sent 
up both the officers who were ultimately saved. 

In this action, Havildar Sewa Singh displayed courage and 
initiative. 

8. No. 4435751 Lance Havildar PIARA SINGH, 

Sikh Light Infantry ( Posthumous ) 

(Effective date of award — 25th December 1966) 

On 25th December 1966. Lance Havildar Piara Singh was 
commanding a Platoon which was responsible for attacking 
and destroying a hostile Camp In Manipur- While assaulting 
a feature of this Camp, the Platoon cam© under heavy hostile 
LMG Are. Lance Havildar Piara Singh moved forward from 
a flank and charged the hostile party. While doing so, he 
received a burst of bullets in his chest. Undaunted, he 
rushed the LMG, and firing from the hip, killed the hostile 
who was manning it, but Immediately thereafter he succumbed 
to his Injuries. 

In this action, Lance Havildar Piara Singh displayed 
courage and determination of a high order. 

9. 444303 Sepoy SURJIT SINGH, 

Sikh Light Infantry (Posthumous) 


(Effective date of award — 25 th December 1966) 

Sepoy Surjit Singh was the leader of an LMG group of his 
Section during a Company attack on a hostile Camp In 
Manipur on 25th December 1966. After the Company had 
captured its objective, the portion which he was holding 
came under intense hostile fire. For some time he returned 
the fire and thereafter decided to charge the hostile LMG. 
In complete disregard of his personal safety, he rushed to- 
wards the hostile LMG position and killed the gunner. 
Simultaneously, he received a burst In the stomach Bom 
another hostile LMG. Despite hls wounds, he continued to 
engage the hostiles with his LMG till the rest of his Section 
reached him. 

In this action. Sepoy Surjit Singh displayed courage and 
determination. 

10 Flight lieutenant MOHAMED RAZA SHIRAZI, 
(7705), GD (P). 


(Effective date of award— 3 1st January 1967) 

On 31st January 1967, the fuel In an aircraft caught fire 
during servicing operations. The airmen engaged in servicing 
rahed an alarm and the fire fighting operations were imme- 


diately commenced. Flight Lleiltenant Mohamed Raza 
Shirazi joined the group of men trying to extinguish the Are 
and took a leading part. He climbed^® the main-plane of 
the burning aircraft at great risk and directed the nozzle of 
the fire fighting hose into the Plenum chamber. This timely 
action prevented the fire from spreading further which, other- 
wise, would have engulfed and destroyed the whole aircraft. 

Flight Lieutenant Mohamed Raza Shirazi displayed courage 
and leadership. 

11. 202852 Sergeant SENI DESINGH DEVARAJAN, 
A.F.S.O. 

(Effective date of award — 3rd February 1967) 

On 3rd February 1967, two Flight Cadets were authorised 
to carry out circuits and landings in a Dakota aircraft at a 
Transport Training Wing. Sergeant Sen! Desingh Devarajan, 
NCO in charge of the crash crew on duty, saw the aircraft 
swinging off the runway on its take off run. Anticipating a 
crash, he alerted his crew and reached the spot immediately. 
Both the engines of the aircraft had fallen off from the 
mountings and one of them which was on Are was very near 
the aircraft. Disregarding his personal safety, Sergeant 
Devarajan entered the crashed aircraft. The nose section 
was completely broken and both the flight cadets were trapped 
in their seats. With great care, he, with the help of another 
airmen extricated the two cadets from the aircraft within 
minutes. His prompt action was to a large extent responsi- 
ble for saving the life of one of the cadets; the other cadet 
succumbed to his injuries. 

In this action. Sergeant Seni Desingh Devarajan displayed 
cool courage and initiative. 

12. No. 191514 Naik Radio Operator ARABINDRA 
HOME CHOUDHURY. Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 1th February 1967) 

Naik Arahindra Home Choudhury was serving as a Radio 
Operator with a platoon consisting of a Subedar and 33 ORs 
which was occupying an outpost In a village in Mize* District. 
On 7th February 1967, the post was surrounded and fired at 
by hostile LMGs. The Platoon Commander ordered hls 
men to counter-attack the hostiles. Tn the encounter the 
Platoon Commander and seven ORs were killed and 15 of 
them dispersed in the jungle being unable to return to the 
post. Naik Choudhury continuously maintained radio com- 
munications with the Battalion Headquarters and kept on 
moving up and down the post encouraging the remaining 
personnel to engage the hostiles and to put up a stiff resistance 
till reinforcements arrived. But for him the post would have 
been over run and all weapons lost. 

In this action, Naik Radio Operator Arablndra Home 
Choudhury displayed courage and determination. 

13. Flight Lieutenant MINOO VANIA, 

(5508), A&SD/PJI. 

(Effective date of award — 17th February 1967) 

On 17th February 1967, Flight Lieutenant Minoo Vania 
was on a paratrooping sortie, when he was informed by the 
Captain of the aircraft that a “hang up” had occurred ta the 
aircraft flying ahead. He saw the dangling paratrooper re- 
leased about 4 4 miles from the dropping zone. Apprehend- 
ing that the paratrooper was probably injured by being 
buffetted against the aircraft fuselage and would sustain fur- 
ther injuries during landing and would not get any Imme- 
diate medical aid because of the inaccessible terrain. Might 
Lieutenant Vania requested his Captain to drop him in that 
area. On landing by parachute, he found the paratrooper 
bleeding profusely from the right wrist where the hand had 
been completely severed. He managed to stop bleeding and 
nursed him till medical assistance became available after 
about 40 minutes. But for his timely help, the paratrooper 
would probabaly not have been saved. 

Right Lieutenant Minoo Vania displayed courage and 
Initiative. 

14. 62056 Lance Naik TEK BAHADUR MALLA, 

Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 9lh April 1967) 

On 9th April 1967, Lance Naik Tek Bahadur Mafia wp* 
the leading scout of a patrol which arrived at a village in the 
MIzo Hills area at 0430 hours. When close to the village, he 
saw a hostile sentrv at the doorway of a house ThF hostile 
Immediately took aim at him but before he could fire, Lance 
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Naik Malla fired a shot and killed him on the spot A party 
of nine armed hostiles who were camping in the village 
started running in different directions. Lance Naik Malla 
took a Light Machine Cun from his own patrol and chased 
iho hostiles, and firing from a suitable distance, killed two 
of them and captured a lot of arms, ammunition and equip- 
ment. 

In this action, Lance Naik Tek Bahadur Malla displayed 
courage and determination. 

15. Captain DIWAN CHAND (EC-51767). 

Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award— 4th June 1967) 

On 4th June 1967, on receiving information that about 
70 armed hostiles were somewhere in the jungle near a 
village in the Mizo Hills, Captain Diwan Chand led a pro- 
tective patrol. When the patrol approached the village, the 
entire platoon was subjected to LMG and small arms fire by 
hostiles from both flanks from a dominating feature. He 
immediately ordered the 2" Mortar to give covering fire and 
himself led an assault on the hostiles' positions. He was hit 
by three bullets of an LMG burst in the right led and was 
profusely bleeding. Undaunted, he continued leading his 
men, but just before ho reached the objective, he was again 
hit by a bullet in the stomach. Despite all this, be led his 
men in a charge on the hostiles* positions and reached the 
objective.
